* Subscription to a coin news-
paper or magazine. The most 
popular are two weekly news-
papers, Coin World [$26 a year; 
write to P.O. Box 150, Sidney, 
Ohio 45365] and Numismatic 
News [$23 a year; write to 700 
E. State St., Iola, Wis. 54990]. 
Coin World averages at least 92 
pages a week; Numismatic News, 
about half of that total. 

One of the finest monthly 
magazines is COINage, with of-
fices at 2660 E. Main St., Ven-
tura, Calif. 93003. A subscrip-
tion costs $16 annually. 

* "Perspectives in Numisma- 
tics," edited by Saul B. 
Needleman, the hobby's best new 
book of 1986. Twenty scholars-- 
including several well-known col-
lectors--wrote original essays for 
the Chicago Coin Club, which 
compiled them into this 364- 
page reference. Subjects range 
from the history of ancient 
Roman coinage to advice on 
doing business with mail-order 
coin dealers.
